WASHINGTON (AP) - U.S. officials in- 


btigated at least eight schemes to kill Fidel 
Castro and one to murder Patrice Lumumba 
using assassination devices ranging from 
poison to explosives to high-powered rifled, 
the Senate intelligence committee reported 
Thursday. 


The U S government also was "implicated" 


in the 1961 assassination of Dominican dic- 
tator Rafael Trujillo and was aware of plots 
against South Vietnamese president Ngo Dinh 
Diem and Chilean army chief Rene Schneider 
in which "the risk of death" existed, the com- 
mittee said. 


The 11-member panel haded by Sen. Frank 


Church.^ D-Idaho, also said it came across 
"evidence of CIA involvement in plans to 
assassinate President Sukarno of Indonesa and 
'Papa Doc' Duvaher of Haiti." Assassination 
plots against Castro "sometimes contemplated 
action against Raul Castro and Che Guevara" 
as well, the committee found. 


Of the leaders mentioned, only the Castro 


brothers are still alive. However, the com- 
mittee concluded that "no foreign leaders 
were killed as a result of assassination plots in- 
itiated by officials of the United States " 


The committee sharply condemned the use 


of assassination, except in wartime, as "in- 
compatible with American principles, inter- 
national order and morality." It called on 
Congress to pass a law banning its use as an in- 
strument of national policy. 


The report stated that there was enough 


evidence "to permit a reasonable inference 
that the (1960) plot to assassinate Lumumba 
was authorized by President Eisenhower" out 
it stopped short of a final conclusion. The 


committee also said that "there was insuf- 
licient evidence" that President Eisenhower, 
Kennedy or Johnson or any of their close ad- 
visers authorized the assassination of Castro. 


'I he committee said it could find no other 


evidence that a president had authorized U.S 
participation in an assassination. However, the 
committee held out the possibility that various 
presidents may have purposely obscured their 
imolvement in assassinations. 


Regardless of whether or not presidents 


knew of the plots, "as chief executive officer 
ot the United States, each must bear the ul- 
timate responsibility for the activities of his 
subordinates," the committee added. 


The 346-page report, fruit of a still- 


mcornplete, six-month investigation, was 
released by the committee after the Senate 
refused to accede to a vigorous campaign by 
the Ford administration to have it kept secret. 
President Ford wrote Senate leaders 
Thursday that publication would not be in the 
national interest. 


The committee "found concrete evidence of 


at least eight plots involving the CIA to 
assassinate Fidel Castro from 1960 to 1965" 
using a variety of devices which "ran the 
gamut Irom high-powered rifles to poison 
pills, poison pens, deadly bacterial powders 
and other devices which strain the im- 
agination " Although some of the plots against 
Castro "did not advance beyond the stage of 
planning and preparation, one plot, involving 
tne use of underworld figures reportedly twice 
progressed to the point of sending poison pills 
to Cuba and dispatching teams to commit the 
deed," the report said.

Washington — The Roman Catholic bishops of

The committee's outline of the plot to 
poison Congolese leader Lumumba in 1960 
states that “ it is likely that President 
Eisenhower's expression of strong concern 
about Lumumba at a meeting of the National 
Security Council on August 19,1960, was taken 
by (then CIA director) Allen Dulles as authori­ 
ty to assassinate Lumumba." 
Poison in the form of “ toxic biological 
materials was subsequently transferred to a 
CIA agent in Leopoldville, accompanied by 
two messages signed by Dulles urging the 
“elimination" of Lumumba. The toxic sub­ 
stances were never used, however, and there 
is no “connection between the assassination 
plot and the events which actually led to 
Lumumba’s death," the committee said. 
In 1961, the CIA supplied weapons to local 
dissidents in the Dominican Republic, 
knowing “ that the dissidents intended to 
overthrow Trujillo probaby by assassination,” 
according to the report. 
The day 
before 
Trujillo was gunned down on May 30, 1961, a 
cable "personally authorized by President 
Kennedy” stated that the United States as a 
matter of policy, could not condone assassina­ 
tion, but at the same time indicated the 
United States continued to support the dis­ 
sidents. 
immediately after the assassination, a series 
of high-level meetings attended by President 


Kennedy, then Vice President Lyndon B. 
Johnson and other top officials “attempted to 
ascertain the facts concerning the degree of 
United States involvement in the 
assassination." 


"There is no indication or suggestion con­ 
tained in the record of those post-assassination 
meetings... of concern as to the propriety of 
the known United States involvement in the 
assassination," the committee said 


With respect to South Vietnamese president 
Diem, the committee said that although it 
found evidence that the United States en­ 
couraged the coup which toppled him in 
November, 1963, the U.S. government 
“ neither desired nor was involved in the 
assassinations" of Diem and his brother Ngo 
Dinh Diem 


In 1970, President Nixon instructed the CIA 
“ to play a direct role in organizing a military 
coup d’etat in Chile to prevent” Marxist 
Salvadore Allende from coming to power 


Even though the support included 
weapons, it appears that the intention of both 
the dissidents and the United States officials 
was to abduct (Jen. Schneider, not to kill 
him," the report concluded. 


The report noted that Ford, CIA director 
W'llliam E. Colby and former director Richard 
Helms have issued orders banning assassina­ 
tion, but said “ a law is needed" and 
recommended statutes which would make 
assassination subject to the same penalties as

Bishops Plan 
Pro-Life Units 
e £l)c 
JJork Cimrs 


Washington — The Roman Catholic bishops of 
the United States significantly stepped up Thursday 
the church’s fight against abortion by approving a 
plan to create nonsectarian pro-hfe groups in every 
congressional district. 
The groups would be "mobilized’’ to persuade 
members of Congress to vote in favor of a con­ 
stitutional amendment aimed at ending permissive 
abortions. They would function in tandem with 
existing pro-hfe organizations in the church's 
various dioceses 


Heretofore, Roman Catholic efforts to fight 
abortion have depended for the most part on public 
pronouncements rather than on a highly organized 
action program 
The bishops’ "pastoral plan for pro-life ac­ 
tivities" came out of a committee headed by 
Terence Cardinal Cooke of New York It was 
adopted during the final hours of the four-day an­ 
nual meeting here of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops, along with a statement on 
Jewish-Christian relations and a pastoral letter on 
the country’s housing crisis. 
Persuasion is part of the democratic process, 
the plan declared, and added: 
“ Essentially this effort demands ongoing 
public information activity and careful and detailed 
organization Thus it is absolutely necessary to en­ 
courage the development in each congressional dis­ 
trict of an identifiable, tightly knit and well 
organized pro-Ufe unit. This unit can be described 
as a public interest group or a citizens lobby. No 
matter what it is tailed, its task us essentially 
political.” 
The plan made it clear that these units would 
differ from the "pedagogic and motivational” tasks 
of the diocesan pro-life groups and would not be 
operated, controlled or financed by the church. 
Church people, however, would be instrumental m 
getting the plan off the ground

State Sales Tax 
Hike Next In Line 
By DON WALTON 
Sta r Sta ff Writer 
It's the sales tax next time 
State Tax Commissioner Bill 
Peters Thursday warned that a 
large state budget increase next 
year could trigger the first state 
sales tax hike since 1970. 
“The next time taxes increase, 
it will be the sales tax,” Peters 
noted 
The personal income tax rate, 
boosted from 12% to 15% begin­ 
ning Jan 1, is now as high as it 
can go without bumping the 
state sales tax rate above its 
current 2%%, he pointed out 
State law requires the Board 
of Equalization to balance as 
nearly as possible the revenue 
raised by personal income taxes 
and by sales taxes. 
Peters told a Lancaster Coun- 
ty Democratic luncheon 
audience that he can guarantee 
the 1976 rates of 15% and 2%% 
only for “a couple of months" 
into the next calendar year. 
Under a new state law. he 
said, the board can meet any 
month, beginning next January, 
to adjust rates The new statute 
provides that the board may 
meet to change rates when 
cumulative receipts for the year 
are at any time less than 901 of 
the projected income 
(Conversely, the board could 
meet to reduce tax rates 
whenever cumulative receipts 
exceed projected income by 
more than 10%.) 
In any event, the board will 
meet next spring after adjourn­ 
ment of the 60-day session of the 
1976 Legislature 
"If budgets go up by real big 
amounts,” Peters said, the 1976 
tax rates established by the 
board this month may not hold 
true for the year 
While it is true that the sales 
tax must be boosted if the board 


has to adjust tax rates, Peters 
noted, the Legislature itself 
could increase the income tax 
rate without disturbing the sales 
tax levy. The requirement for 
balancing revenue does not app­ 
ly to the Legislature. 
But the Unicameral, in its re­ 
cent special session, once again 
rejected a proposal that it take 
permanent responsibility for es­ 
tablishing tax rates, Peters 
pointed out. 
If the Legislature and the 
majority of the Board of 
Equalization continue to refuse 
to match revenue with spending, 
Peters said, “there’s a good 
likelihood’’ 
of recurring 
problems in the state treasury. 
Twice, he noted, thé 
Republican majority on the 
board reduced tax rates below 
the Exon administration’s 
recommended levels. And 
earlier ths year, it was the 
Legislature which established 
the 1975 maximum personal in­ 
come tax rate at 12% when the 
administration said 13% was 
needed, he said. 
At least, after the special ses­ 
sion, Peters said, he believes "10 
to 12 senators (there are 49) now 
understand our tax rate-settmg 
system." 
The system is “ screwed up" 
and "rather complicated," he 
said. 
While a reasonable balance is 
needed to operate state govern­ 
ment efficiently, Peters said, he 
is fearful that there would be “a 
rush to spend it” if the state ac­ 
cumulated “ a big pool of 
money."

Bodenstein, a New York at­ 
torney, is the new group vice 
president of Iowa Beef and son- 
in-law of Moe Steinman. who 
allegedly has Mafia connections. 
In a telephone interview from 
his Arlington, Va , home, Thone 
said he visited Thursday with 
several members of the House 
Agriculture Committee and “ it 
was the consensus something 
should be done.” 
He said a lawyer on the com­ 
mittee’s staff is compiling 
background information on 
Bodenstein, Steinman and the 
194 bribery conspiracy cases in­ 
volving Iowa Beef’s chairman, 
Currier Holman. 
Co nspira cy Cha rg ed 
Steinman was charged with 
conspiring with Holman to bring 
the company’s boxed beef into 
New York, in a scheme in which 
Steinman allegedly promised 
labor peace in return for payoffs 
Holman was convicted of con­ 
spiring to bribe union officials 
and supermarket executives and 
the corporation was fined $7,000. 
Based on court records, Thone 
said, "over $900,000 was paid in 
one year to get (Iowa Beef si 
boxed beef into the New York 
market. 
“That money came out of the 
ockets of producers in 
Nebraska and consumers in New 
York. This is conduct we just 
can’t tolerate." 
Thone said he will demand a 
"full explanation" of how Stein­ 
man s son-in-law "ended up in a 
key executive position at Iowa 
Beef

price increases have accelerated 
since August, the over-all infla- 
tion rate remains substantially 
below levels of a year ago. 


Retail prices over the past 12 


months were up 7.6%, the 
smallest annual increase in two 
years. 


Prices so far this year have in- 


creased 5.9%. 


James L. Pate, the Commerce 


Department's chief economist, 
said October's increase was 
"slightly higher than what I con- 
sider to be the basic rate of infla- 
tion of about 6 to 7%." But he 


forecase a moderation in food 
prices next month and said infla- 
tion is expected to drop to a rate 
of about 5% by the end of 1976. 


A rate of 5 to 7% is high by 


historical standards hut would 
be a considerable improvement 
over last year's record, when 
prices rose 12.2%.

On a cold, winter day before a 


big football game, presidential 
politics — particularly Ronald 
Reagan's candidacy — was the 
farthest thing from many Lin- 
colmtes' minds. 


But the opinions that were 


expressed might interest the 
former California governor. 


The majority of those inter- 


viewed downtown on a blustery 
Thursday said they were un- 
decided about Reagan or any 
other candidate. 
Predictably,

The Lincoln 
Transportation 


System (LTS) Board Thursday 
authorized board member Ross 
Martin and Finance Director 
Jim Mallon to find out just 
exactly what the city would get 
for its money. 


A Cincinnati-based company 


said it will ship in a bus manager 
and a director of operations 
planning for $83,000 a year. A 
three-year contract is proposed. 
Without the director of 
operations, it would cost LTS 
$62,000 a year. 


Under such an agreement, the 


ATE Management and Service 
Co. would provide leadership 
and unnamed services from its 
central office. LTS board 
members said about $30,000 of 


the money would go for a 
management fee. 


Applicants Unqualified 


LTS Board members are con- 


sidering hiring a firm to run the 
municipal bus operation partial- 
ly because the city hasn't been 
approached by any qualified 
applicants for the manager's job. 
The city also has not always been 
pleased with the operation of 
LTS under the past two 
managers. 


Board member John Alden 


said the Cincinnati firm is highly 
regarded in bus management 
circles. The company provides 
management services to 26 other 
cities.

Neb., family last Oct. 18. 


The news organizations peti- 


tioned the Nebraska Supreme 
Court Oct. 31 for a stay of the 
order. When no action was tak- 
en, attorneys for the media 
group asked the U.S. Supreme 
Court for a stay. 


In a Nov. 13 opinion, U.S. Su- 


preme Court Justice Harry A. 
Blackmun said it would be 
"highly desirable" for the mat- 
ter to be decided "forthwith and 
without delay" in the State 
Supreme Court. 


The State Supreme Court has 


scheduled a Tuesday morning 
hearing on the matter. Mean- 
while, the media group has 
reapplied to Justice Blackmun 
lor a stay.

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LTS Board Scrutinizes

The Lincoln Transportation 
System (LTS) Board Thursday 
authorized board member Ross 
Martin and Finance Director 
Jim Mallon to find out just 
exactly what the city would get 
for its money. 


A Cincinnati-based company 
said it will ship in a bus manager 
and a director of operations 
planning for $83,000 a year. A 
three-year contract is proposed 
W ithout the director of 
operations, it would cost LTS 
$62,000 a year. 


Under such an agreement, the 
ATE Management and Service 
Co, would provide leadership 
and unnamed services from its 
central office. LTS board 
members said about $30,000 of 


the money would go for a 
management fee. 
Applicants Unqualified 
LTS Board members are con­ 
sidering hiring a firm to run the 
municipal bus operation partial­ 
ly because the city hasn’t been 
approached by any qualified 
applicants for the manager’s job. 
The city also has not always been 
pleased with the operation of 
LTS 
under the past two 
managers. 
Board member John Alden 
said the Cincinnati firm is highly 
regarded in bus management 
circles. The company provides 
management services to 26 other 
cities. 
In a letter to the board, ATE 
Senior Vice President Houston 
Ishmael urged the larger $83 000 
package. 
Ishmael contended that Lin­ 
coln needs to have a director of 
operations planning because “ of 
the intense day to day 
organizational planning 
requirements now imposed“ on 
bus companies.

Konald Reagan represents a for- 


midable challenge to President Ford, make 
no mistake about that. He is the champion 
ot .a wing of the Republican Party which 
hab .voice and clout far beyond its numbers. 
He will be the beneficiary of bewildering 
and politically reckless tactics on the part 
ot an incumbent who is charging around 
trying to please everybody in his party and 
the nation except New Yorkers and in the 
process is pleasing very few people 


Reagan says what many people want to 


hear and he says it well Chief among his 
advantages is elocution. He has a pleasant 
enough appearance and a certain on-stage 
pep for someone of his years and the smile1 


and the voice hide the wrinkles often- 
enough. His record as governor of Califor-i 
nia is not one which political opponents can 
rip into with blood in their eyes. He 
pi onuses a "gentlemanly" campaign; that 
he will observe the '•Eleventh Com- 
mandment," which he says means that 
he'll not speak disparagingly about other 
Republicans (although he'll have to if he is 
to illustrate that there is a dime's worth of 
difference), and that will please many peo- 
ple 


But when it comes to ideas for 


pragmatically dealing with the problems of 
the nation and the world, Reagan is less 
than an inch deep 


He can trade on peoples' fears and dis- 


content, ma} be he can capitalize on the 
yearning of many for more local control, 


less big government, a simpler time 
economically and an age when America 
was by far the strongest and the richest and 
could do anything it wanted 


But in order to bring it all about, 


Reagan would have to take us back into the 
past, and even he said when he announced 
Thursday that "the American people are 
not happy unless they are moving ahead." 


Some time people who yearn for the 


good old days of the solid dollar, un- 
challenged American power and less 
government will have to realize that events 
have passed them by. 


If a candidate wants to talk about 


economizing, deregulating and the need for 
strength second to none, fine, the 
arguments will be heard. President Ford is 
talking about that now, parenthetically. 
But Reagan's vague promises to bring 
government back to the people and his 
thinly veiled threats to ignore the vast 
array of social problems plaguing the coun- 
try are symptomatic of a candidate who is 
out of touch with reality 


\Ve have the feeling that Reagan's 


campaign — and we have respect for his 
ability to attract and convince — will take 
on the appearances of the traveling 
medicine shows which enthralled folks 
back in the days to which Reagan would 
like to retreat 


Nevertheless, 
Dr Reagan with his 


cure-alls is a potent political force. 


NEW YORK - At some point, when 


New York has either ceased its daily trip 
to the edge of the precipice or it has 
become routine procedure, some of the 
ibbues involved are going to be recognized 
for their larger implications. The impor- 
tant fact is that New York's problems are 
national in scope, alarmingly resistant to 
solution and increasing in seventy. When 
the preoccupation with original 
municipal sin and appropriate suffering 
has faded, a much bigger reckoning will 
have to be faced 


Housing is a prime example. New York 


City is losing housing at the rate of 12,000 
units a year, and the fiscal emergency has 
forced all city housing plans to a total 
halt. Even without this desperate cut-off, 
the Mitchell-Lama program has already 
come to a dead end, faced with the 
prospect of massive mortgage default. 


Abandonment and tax delinquency at 


record rates reflect rising costs and multi- 
ple problems of which rent control is only 
a single factor. The certain prospect now 
is not only of no new construction, but of 
the irrevocable loss of both marginal and 
sound stock The magnitude of the 
housing disaster, in terms not only of 
shelter but of the destruction of 
neighborhoods, can hardly be grasped.

But the problem does not stop there At 


the state level, housing programs are also 
being cancelled. The Housing Finance 
Agency, long held up as a model of fiscal 
prudence and safe policies, is in serious 
trouble. With the closing of the money 
markets, it can no longer find financing. 


And New York state is not alone, bond 


sales are being affected everywhere, on 
every level. The failure of the Urban 
Development Corporation — rescued 
only to the point of completing work in 
progress but at the penalty of no new un- 
dertakings — killed New York's most 
progressive program, meant to provide 
the kind of housing that the conventional 
agencies would not touch. Without funds, 
both approaches have become academic 


The main thrust of the federal effort 


has been to sweep the realities under the 
rug. The objective of the 1974 Community 
Development Act was to get the govern- 
ment out of the business of building 
housing, and the rent-subsidy program, 
while it has much to recommend it in 
principle, was really meant as a way of 
passing the problem of production back 
to the private sector. 


This effort, too, has become almost 


academic, because the involvement the 
government was trying to escape — en- 
trapment in inflationary construction and 
the mismanagement of programs and 


other long-term ills — is proving to be 
even less attractive to private investors. 
Cities everywhere are finding that finan- 
cing for rehabilitation, one of the prime 
objectives of the 1974 act, is as unob- 
tainable as that for new housing starts. 


Rental subsidies aimed at a housing 


shortage begain to appear absurd. And as 
costs continue to rise, the subsidies 
required over a 20-to-40-year mortgage 
period become unreal. In New York and 
other cities, how and where to use limited 
subsidy funds to anchor slipping 
neighborhoods or support stranded con- 
struction is an exercise in frustration and 
futility.

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Even if all the problems are clarified 


and the climate changed tomorrow, pre- 
sent policy could hardly make a dent in 
the accelerating need and accumulating 
shortage that is hitting the poor the 
hardest and increasing hardship for the 
middle class. 


These dilemmas — the lack of both 


public and private housing production, 
the inadequacy and umvorkability of 
federal programs, the disappearing bond 
markets, and investor capital, the rising 
costs of construction, the continuing and 
even increasing reluctance of the public 
to authorize spending for housing — are 
not peculiar to New York. 


The Moreland Commission in- 


vestigating the UDC crisis has worked 
through complex economic and political 
layers to confront ihe hard, basic ques- 
tion that is ultimately going to have to be 
answered: what the government's social 
role in housing can and should be, and 
how it can be met in these extraordinarily 
difficult times.

The impor­ 
tant fact is that New York's problems are 
national in scope, alarmingly resistant to 
solution and increasing in severity. When 
the preoccupation with original 
municipal sin and appropriate suffering 
has faded, a much bigger reckoning will 
have to be faced. 


Housing is a prime example. New York 
City is losing housing at the rate of 12,000 
units a year, and the fiscal emergency has 
forced all city housing plans to a total 
halt. Even without this desperate cut-off, 
the Mitehell-Lama program has already 
come to a dead end, faced with the 
prospect of massive mortgage default. 


Abandonment and tax delinquency at 
record rates reflect rising costs and multi­ 
ple problems of which rent control is only 
a single factor.

Without funds, 
both approaches have become academic. 


The main thrust of the federal effort 
has been to sweep the realities under the 
rug.

Boning Made Easy 


Steps for boning a turkey as presented in a 


demonstration by Doyle Free, general manager of 
Nebraska Poultry Industries: 
1. Pull legs apart and remove the neck and giblets from 


the turkey cavity. 


2. Lay the turkey en its side and spread the wing out as 


far as it will go. 


3. With a sharp knife, follow the wing around to where 


the joint fits in place and remove the wing. 


4. To remove the leg, cut Through skin between the 


thigh and the body cav'ty and pul! the leg and thigh 
outward. The joint should pop out of its socket. Cut 
the thigh from the back bone 


5. Repeat process for other wing and leg. 
6. Cut through rib cage to separate back from breast 


and puli apart into two pieces. 


7. To bone the breast, lay it out flat and place the knife 


along side of breastbone and follow the bone straight 
forward to the mass of skin in neck area. 


8. Follow with knife on around rib cage, scraping and 


cutting as you go. 


9. Repeat the process for pther side of breast. 
10. Cut off the long piece of skin from tne neck area back 


to where breast starts. 


11 To prepare the breast roll, tear off piece of 


aluminum foil big enough to wrap up rolled piece of 
breast. 


12. Bring two edges of foil up together, tucking top edge 


under, and roll back toward meat into a snug 
package. 


13. Take the two ends of the package and roll them 


toward center of roll package. Make sure the 
package snugly fits the meat so that air pockets are 
kept at a minimum. 


14. Cut thighs away from the leg. By feeling for the joint 


with the point of the knife, you will be able to cut the 
thigh apart easily. 


15. Bone out thighs using point of knife. On bottom end 


where knee cap was, there is some gristle which 
should be cut off. 


16. Roll each thigh up individually in the same manner 


as the breasts were rolled. 


17. Cut the wing in two ar joint and cut off tips. Leave the 


tips in pan with other bones and scraps. 


18. Take the back and lay it down flat, taking one end 


and breaking it, separating the back into two parts. 


19- Take the back rib cage section and remove long bone 


in the same manner that the breast bone was 
removed. You then have two pieces of meat, each 
containing one long bone. 


20. The back pieces resemble the wing pieces in texture, 


shape and size; the six pieces can be packaged 
together for freezing and later use. 


21. Package the two legs or drumsticks together. 
22. Take all the scraps and cover with water and stew 


until meat falls off the bone, resulting in about three 
pints of cooked-off meat and 7 pints of broth from a 
20 pound turkey. 


Boning Your 


Makes

It may be that you'll have to "talk turkey" to find the cheapest 


meat available for your family this winter. 


Although turkey prices are slightly above those of 1974, most 


torn turkeys are just as cheap or cheaper than they were two years 
ago. 


And if you want to spend a Little time in advance preparation, 


you wouldn't need to spend all day in the kitchen Thanksgiving or 
Christmas, plus your family won't get tired of turkey because of the 
several days of leftover meals which result from cooking the whole 
stuffed bird. 


Doyle Free, general manager of the Nebraska Poultry In- 


dustries, says that by boning a turkey in advance of cooking, turkey 
becomes the "cheapest meat you can buy." 


He contends by preparing the turkey as rolled breast and thigh 


roasts, one can prepare Thanksgiving dinner in less than three 
hours and still have other parts of the turkey frozen for later uses 
such as barbecued turkey, sandwiches and salads. 


Free says that by buying frozen turkeys between now and 


Christmas when they are cheapest, families can enjoy turkey meals, 
for example, once a week without tiring of the meat. 


He suggests buying and freezing the whole turkey until within 


about six weeks of the time you would plan to cook various meals 
from that turkey. 


urkey 


Then thaw the turkey so all but the interior of the bird is 


thawed and then cut and bone the turkey and package it for 
refreezing for later use. 


However, he strongly recommends that all the boned turkey be 


used within about six weeks of the time it is cut up and frozen. 


For further savings, Free says that consumers may purchase 


"missing parts" turkeys if they make sure that they are getting a 
plump bird with a "good finish to insure that it has sufficient fat 
for flavorful eatring. 


Some of these birds, which are inspected but ungraded, are 


lacking in sufficient fat, he said. 


However, he suggests starting with a Grade A USDA-inspected 


turkey if you're planning to cook a whole bird for Thanksgiving 
and/or Christmas. 


If one of the wing tips is missing from that so-called Grade A 


turkey, Free says not to be alarmed because this is permissible un- 
der the grading regulations and merely means that the wing was 
clipped when the turkey was a day old to prevent the bird's flying. 


Whether cooking the whole bird or turkey rolls, Free stresses 


the use of a meat thermometer inserted in the thickest portion of 
the meat. 


"Don't get the 98 cent kind, but get a good meat ther- 


mometer," he said. 


When that thermometer registers 170 degrees, the meat is 


done, Free said, noting that a breast roil will cook to that 
temperature in slightly over two hours. 


The rolls should be roasted in the foil in which they were 


frozen in an open pan in a 300 to 325 degree oven. If you wish to 
have it browned, you can slit the foil about 15 minutes before taking 
it out of the oven. 


After removing the turkey rolled roast from the oven, it should 


be allowed to stand for 15 minutes before cutting with an electric 
knife, Free says, pointing out that this added time allows for com- 
pletion of cooking and penetration of the juices into the meat.

ace of clubs, or a diamond 
finesse. It is true that South 
may have either king, and to 
that extent either finesse has a 


50-50 chance to win, but so far as 
making the contract is con- 
cerned you are much better off 
to start with a diamond finesse. 


If South has the king your 


worries are over because you 
will next play the ace and 
another trump, planning to 
repeat the diamond finesse 
later on. Of course, you may 
lose the early diamond finesse 
and will then require South to 
have the singleton or doubleton 
king of spades to avoid a trump 
loser, but, even so, the diamond 
finesse is preferable to the 
trump finesse at trick two. 


The decisive factor is that 


the early trump finesse does not 
necessarily make the slam if it 
succeeds, because South may 
have four or five trumps to the 
king, while the diamond finesse 
does make the slam if South has 
the king. The diamond finesse is 
hence the better play. 


2. Play the eight of diamonds 


on the king. If North shifts to 
another suit, you gain an entry 
to dummy that guarantees at 
least nine tricks. 


If North continues diamonds, 


cashing the A-Q, you play the 10-

Steps for bo nin g a turkey a s presented in a 
dem onstration by Doyle Free, general m anager of 
N ebraska Poultry Industries: 
1. Pull legs apart and remove the neck and giblets from 
the turkey cavity. 
2. Lay the turkey on its side and spread the w ing out as 
far as it will go. 
3. With a sharp knife, follow the w ing around to where 
the joint fits in place and rem ove the wing. 
4. To rem ove the leg, cut through skin between the 
thigh and the body cavity and pull the leg and thigh 
outward The joint should pop out of its socket. Cut 
the thigh from the back bone. 
5. Repeat process for other w ing and leg. 
6. Cut through rib cage to separate back from breast 
and pull apart into two pieces. 
7. To bone the breast, lay it out flat and place the knife 
along side of breastbone and follow the bone straight 
forward to the m ass of skin in neck area. 
8. Follow with knife on around rib cage, scraping and 
cutting as you go. 
9. Repeat the process tor gther side of breast. 
10. Cut oft the long piece of skin from tne neck area back 
to where breast starts. 
n . To prepare the breast roll, tear off piece of 
alum inum foil big enough to w rap up rolled piece of 
breast. 
12. Bring two edges of toil up together, tucking top edge 
under, and roll back toward m eat into a snug 
package. 
13. Take the two ends of the package and roll them 
toward center of roll package. 
M a k e sure the 
package sn u gly tits the meat so that a ir pockets are 
kept at a m inim um . 
14. Cut thighs aw ay from the leg. By feeling tor the joint 
with the point of the knife, you will be able to cut the 
thigh apart easily. 
15. Bone out thigh s using point of knife. On bottom end 
where knee cap was, there is som e gristle which 
should be cut off, 
16. Roll each thigh up individually in the sam e manner 
as the breasts were rolled. 
17. Cut the w ing in two at joint and cut oft tips. Leave the 
tips in pan with other bones and scraps. 
18. Take the back and lay it down flat, taking one end 
and breaking it, separating the back into two parts. 
19. Take the back rib cage section and rem ove long bone 
in the sam e m anner that the breast bone was 
removed. Y ou then have two pieces of meat, each 
containing one long bone. 
20. The back pieces resem ble the w ing pieces in texture, 
shape and size; the six pieces can be packaged 
together for freezing and later use. 
21. P ackage the two legs or dru m sticks together. 
22. Take all the scrap s and cover with w ater and stew 
until m eat fa lls off the bone, resulting in about three 
pints of cooked-off meat and 7 pints of broth from a 
20 pound turkey.

It may be that y o u’ll hav e to “ talk turkey ” to find the cheapest 
meat av ailable fo r y o ur family this winter. 
Altho ugh turkey prices are slightly abo v e tho se o f 19 74, mo st 
to m turkey s are just as cheap o r cheaper than they were two y ears 
ago . 
And if y o u want to spend a little time in adv ance preparatio n, 
y o u wo uldn’t need to spend all day in the kitchen Thanksgiv ing o r 
Christmas, plus y o ur family wo n’t get tired o f turkey because o f the 
sev eral day s o f lefto v er meals which result fro m co o king the who le 
stuffed bird. 
Do y le Free, general manager o f the Nebraska Po ultry In­ 
dustries, say s that by bo ning a turkey in adv ance o f co o king, turkey 
beco mes the “ cheapest meat y o u can buy .” 
He co ntends by preparing the turkey as ro lled breast and thigh 
ro asts, o ne can prepare Thanksgiv ing dinner in less than three 
ho urs and still hav e o ther parts o f the turkey fro zen fo r later uses 
such as barbecued turkey , sandwiches and salads. 
Free say s that by buy ing fro zen turkey s between no w and 
Christmas when they are cheapest, families can enjo y turkey meals, 
fo r ex ample, o nce a week witho ut tiring o f the meat. 
He suggests buy ing and freezing the who le turkey until within 
abo ut six weeks o f the time y o u wo uld plan to co o k v ario us meals 
fro m that turkey . 


Then thaw the turkey so all but the interio r o f the bird is 
thawed and then cut and bo ne the turkey and package it fo r 
refreezing fo r later use. 
Ho wev er, he stro ngly reco mmends that all the bo ned turkey be 
used within abo ut six weeks o f the time it is cut up and fro zen. 
Fo r further sav ings, Free say s that co nsumers may purchase 
“ missing parts” turkey s if they make sure that they are getting a 
plump bird with a “ go o d finish” to insure that it has sufficient fat 
fo r flav o rful eatring. 
So me o f these birds, which are inspected but ungraded, are 
lacking in sufficient fat, he said. 
Ho wev er, he suggests starting with a Grade A USDA-inspected 
turkey if y o u’re planning to co o k a who le bird fo r Thanksgiv ing 
and/o r Christmas. 
If o ne o f the wing tips is missing fro m that so -called Grade A 
turkey , Free say s no t to be alarmed because this is permissible un­ 
der the grading regulatio ns and merely means that the wing was 
clipped when the turkey was a day o ld to prev ent the bird’s fly ing. 
Whether co o king the who le bird o r turkey ro lls, Free stresses 
the use o f a meat thermo meter inserted in the thickest po rtio n o f 
the meat. 
“ Do n't get the 9 8 cent kind, but get a go o d meat ther­ 
mo meter,” he said. 
W'hen that thermo meter registers 170 degrees, the meat is 
do ne, Free said, no ting that a breast ro ll will co o k to that 
temperature in slightly o v er two ho urs. 
The ro lls sho uld be ro asted in the fo il in which they were 
fro zen m an o pen pan in a 3 00 to 3 25 degree o v en. If y o u wish to 
hav e it bro wned, y o u can slit the fo il abo ut 15 minutes befo re taking 
it o ut o f the o v en. 
After remo v ing the turkey ro lled ro ast fro m the o v en, it sho uld 
be allo wed to stand fo r 15 minutes befo re cutting with an electric 
knife, Free say s, po inting o ut that this added time allo ws fo r co m­ 
pletio n o f co o king and penetratio n o f the juices into the meat.

Turkey Has Almost Human Traits

It's only right that turkeys are the center of 


attraction for most Thanksgiving feasts. 


He exhibits a number of traditionally 


American traits. 


Slim, smart and sleak in the wild, once 


domesticated the turkey gets stupid and goes to 
pot and paunch. And the conduct of a flock of 
turkeys brings to mind a suburban cocktail party. 


The guests stand around in noisy little 


clusters, chattering constantly, shifting weight 
from one leg to another. Eventually the toms slip 
away to the fringes of the crowd, while the hens 
talk turkey in a tight, conversational knot. 


The turkey is gregarious, vain and dumb, 


dumb, dumb. What other bird would drown in a 
downpour? Or lay her eggs while standing? 


Herb Heil, a turkey grower in the Louisville 


area, claims most of the turkey's problems arise 
from innate curiosity. 


'Have To See What It Is' 


"If anything different shows up, they'll have 


to see what it is," Heil says. "Even if it eats 
turkey, they'll still come." 


Heil and his wife, Amanda, run "a little pa 


and ma operation out here," and have been in the 
turkey business 35 years. This spring he bought 
only 8,000 day-old poults from the Mound Ridge, 
Ks., Hatchery. 


While his sons were still home, Heil used to 


buy three times as many. 


Fed Corn And Soybeans 


They're fed a balanced ration of mainly corn 


and soybeans for 20 to 25 weeks. By market time, 
the hens weigh about 14 pounds and the torns 
weigh an average of 28 pounds apiece. 


Heil is looking forward to a "pretty good" 


year for his turkeys after a "really bad" year in 
1974. "We lost money last year," he says. 


From their home operation, the Heils sell 


turkey in every imaginable form — smoked, 
hindquarters, breasts, steaks, in pastrami. Pure 
turkey goes for 68 cents a pound. 


Like most Nebraska turkey farmers, Heil 


sends his birds to the Nebraska Turkey Growers 
plant at Gibbon for processing, at a cost of around 
12 cents a pound. 


500,000 Birds So Far 


Reo Weeks, manager of the Gibbon opera- 


tion, says employes have dressed 500,000 birds 
since the season started last June. 


The Gibbon plant operates as a cooperative. 


All the Grade A birds processed there are 
marketed-under the "Norbest" label and end up 
basting themselves in ovens ail across the United 
States. 


Weeks says processing is as painless as possi- 


ble for the noble birds. They are stunned with an 
electric impulse before their throats are slit. 
After they are scalded, plucked, eviscerated and 
washed, they are trussed and thrust into big chill 
tanks. 


The icy waters take the body heat out of the 


birds. In less than two hours, the gobblers are 
cooled about 60 degrees — from 100 to 32-38 
degrees. 


Solution Injected 


Most of the Norbest birds are "self-basters." 


which simply means both sides of the breast are 
injected with a solution of salt snd spices. Other 
processors inject butter, oils and secret concoc- 
tions. 


Most of the turkeys are frozen; the rest are 


maintained at around 30 degrees and sold as 
"fresh dressed." 


Leon's in Lincoln specializes in fresh-dressed 


birds which are trucked directly from the 
Sperling Farms at Arlington. 


A truckload usually arrives the Monday 


before Thanksgiving. Mrs. Edgar Sperling boasts 
that the birds are "pure turkey . . . the real 
McCoy." 


Jack O'Donnell of Leon's meat department 


said proudly, "We seem to have real good luck 
with these fresh birds. Everybody says they're 
real juicy." 


Still Most Popular Guest 


Which goes to show that for all his faults and 


fancies, the turkey is still the most popular guest 
for Thanksgiving dinner. 


Thank heavens Benjamin Franklin didn't get 


his way. Ben was all for making the turkey our 
national emblem, instead of the bald eagle, which 
he regarded as a thief and a "rank coward." 


Imagine watching the football games 


Thanksgiving Day and chomping down on a 
sandwich of lettuce, Durkee's dressing and our 
national emblem between two slices of whole 
wheat bread.

Turkey Has Almost Human Traits

It s only right that turkeys are the center of 
attraction for most Thanksgiving feasts. 
He exhibits a number of traditionally 
American traits 
J 


Slim, smart and sleak in the wild, once 
domesticated the turkey gets stupid and goes to 
pot and paunch. And the conduct of a flock of 
turkeys brings to mind a suburban cocktail party. 


The guests stand around in noisy little 
clusters, chattering constantly, shifting weight 
from one leg to another. Eventually the toms slip 
away to the fringes of the crowd, while the hens 
talk turkey in a tight, conversational knot. 


The turkey is gregarious, vain and dumb, 
dumb, dumb. What other bird would drown in a 
downpour? Or lay her eggs while standing? 
Herb Heil, a turkey grower in the Louisville 
area, claims most of the turkey’s problems arise 
from innate curiosity. 


‘Have To See What It Is’ 
If anything different shows up, they’ll have 
to see what it is, 
Heil says. “ Even if it eats 
turkey, they'll still come.” 


Heil and his wife, Amanda, run “a little pa 
and ma operation out here,” and have been in the 
turkey business 35 years. This spring he bought 
only 8,000 day-old poults from the Mound Ridge, 
Ks., Hatchery, 
While his sons were still home, Heil used to 
buy three times as many. 


Fed Corn And Soybeans 
They’re fed a balanced ration of mainly corn 
and soybeans for 20 to 25 weeks. By market time, 
the hens weigh about 14 pounds and the toms 
weigh an average of 28 pounds apiece. 
Heil is looking forward to a ‘‘pretty good” 
year for his turkeys after a “ really bad” year in 
1974. “ We lost money last year,” he says. 


From their home operation, the HeiLs sell 
turkey in every imaginable form — smoked, 
hindquarters, breasts, steaks, in pastrami. Pure 
turkey goes for 68 cents a pound. 
Like most Nebraska turkey farmers, Heil 
sends his birds to the Nebraska Turkey Growers 
plant at Gibbon for processing, at a cost of around 
12 cents a pound. 


500,000 Birds So Far 
Reo Weeks, manager of the Gibbon opera­ 


tion, says employes have dressed 500,000 birds 
since the season started last June. 
The Gibbon plant operates as a cooperative. 
All the Grade A birds processed there are 
marketed under the “ Norbest” label and end up 
basting themselves in ovens all across the United 
States. 
Weeks says processing is as painless as possi­ 
ble for the noble birds. They are stunned with an 
electric impulse before their throats are slit. 
After they are scalded, plucked, eviscerated and 
washed, they are trussed and thrust into big chill 
tanks. 
The icy waters take the body heat out of the 
birds. In less than two hours, the gobblers are 
cooled about 60 degrees — from 100 to 32-38 
degrees. 
Solution Injected 
Most of the Norbest birds are “self-basters,” 
which simply means both sides of the breast are 
injected with a solution of salt and spices. Other 
processors inject butter, oils and secret concoc­ 
tions. 
Most of the turkeys are frozen; the rest are 
maintained at around 30 degrees and sold as 
“ fresh dressed.” 


Leon’s in Lincoln specializes in fresh-dressed 
birds which are trucked directly from the 
Sperling Farms at Arlington. 


A truckload usually arrives the Monday 
before Thanksgiving. Mrs. Edgar Sperling boasts 
that the birds are “ pure turkey . . . the real 
McCoy." 


Jack O’Donnell of Leon’s meat department 
said proudly, “ We seem to have real good luck 
with these fresh birds. Everybody says they’re 
real juicy.” 


Still Most Popular Guest 
Which goes to show that for all his faults and 
fancies, the turkey is still the most popular guest 
for Thanksgiving dinner. 


Thank heavens Benjamin Franklin didn’t get 
his way. Ben was all for making the turkey our 
national emblem, instead of the bald eagle, which 
he regarded as a thief and a “ rank coward.” 


Imagine watching the football games 
Thanksgiving Day and chomping down on a 
sandwich of lettuce, Durkee’s dressing and our 
national emblem between two slices of whole 
wheat bread.

The implied consent law is the 


one that says when a person gets 
a license to drive a motor vehicle 
he implies his consent to, when 
asked, submit to tests to deter- 
mine if he has been driving while 
intoxicated 


The decision was handed 


down in a case appealed from 
the Red Willow County District 
Court in which Donald Mackey 
challenged his loss of license un- 


der the implied consent law on 
the grounds that even though he 
could not provide a urine sam- 
ple, he did not violate the im- 
plied consent law by refusing to 
take any test at all 


The court observed in 


Mackey's case that other in- 
toxication tests were available 
but he refused to submit to 
them 


The Nebraska high court 


noted that the Minnesota

The decision was handed 
down in a case appealed from 
the Red Willow County District 
Court in which Donald Mackey 
challenged his loss of license un­ 


der the implied consent law on 
the grounds that even though he 
could not provide a urine sam­ 
ple, he did not violate the im­ 
plied consent law by refusing to 
take any test at all. 
The court observed in 
Mackey s case that other in­ 
toxication tests were available 
but he refused to submit to 
them. 
The Nebraska high court 
noted that the Minnesota 
Supreme Court was once con­ 
fronted with the same situation 
and decided to apply that court's 
finding to Nebraska. 
In that case, inability to 
provide a urine sample, within a 
reasonable amount of time, and 
refusal to submit to other tests 
was deemed a violation of the 
implied consent law and grounds 
for revoking a drivers license.

ly high advantage. This game has 
not oeen decided by more than 
three points since 1970. Also, 
Ohio State's last two trips to 


Michigan have resulted in a 10-10 
tie in 1973 and a 10-7 loss in 
1971.

Saturday will be California at 
Stanford, Missouri at Kansas and 
Harvard at Yale.

NORMAN, Okla (AP) People who have joked 


for years about the antics of Oklahoma's point- 
hungry "chinamen'' do a double-take when 
they run across Tatsuhiko Mori. 


The "Chinamen" tag was born about 20 years 


ago when a disgruntled fan phoned an Okla- 
homa City paper to complain that the Sooners, 
in the midst of a long winning streak, had only 
beaten Kansas State by a couple of 
touchdowns. The writer who took the call won- 
dered out loud. "How much rice can a 
Chinaman eat?" 


Mori is Japanese, not Chinese, but he's been 


hanging around the Oklahoma Football team 
for so long that a local magazine listed him 
among the top 10 Sooner fans. 


"How long will you be staying?" the desk 


cleark at the motel asked when Mori arrived for 
the start of fall practice last Aug. 18. 


"Ninety-six days." said Mori. 
"I came to study football," explained Mori, 


who works for a sporting goods company in 
Japan, produces NCAA televised football games 
over Japanese TV, does freelance sports writing 
and coaches the Osaka Sidewinders, a club in 
the semipro Japan Football League. 


And study is what he does. 
"I attend the offensive staff meeting at 8:30 


a m. Next I go to the meeting of the offensive 
backs and linemen. Then I go to practice. After 
practice I attend the offensive staff meeting at 
night. 


"I am leanng a lot, but the coaches speak too 


fast and their English is very difficult to un- 
derstand." 


Anyway, terms like wishbone, football, 


touchdown and quarterback are the same in 
Japanese. 


"We have 20 teams in our 1 e a g u e. " Mori 


explained. "There are 12 teams in the Tokyo 
Division and eight in the Osaka Division. And 
more than 70 colleges play football in Japan. We 
get very little attendance at semipro games and 
coaches get no pay, but next year we will 
become professional and can pay coaches and 
players. I believe football can become the No. 1 
sport in Japan." 


The Osaka Sidewinders have don all right 


without Mori but right after the Oklahoma-Ne- 
braska game Saturday he'll head home for the 
championship game against the Osaka Eagles. 
"But I'll come back for Orange Bowl," he says.

A rumored violation of game 


laws by a Nebraska Game and 
Parks Commission conservation 
officer proved factual recently, 
according to commission of- 
ficials. 


Dayton Shultis, a veteran con- 


servation officer in Lancaster 
County, was given maximum 
fines and a 20-day no-pay suspen- 
sion for shooting two hen 
turkeys during the 1975 spring 
torn turkey hunting season. 


"The question was brought to 


him. and he admitted it." said 
Carl Gettmann, head of the G&P 
law enforcement division. "He 
then issued a complaint against 
himself and paid the maximum 
fines." 


Shultis paid $266 in fines for 


the two hens. In Nebraska's 
spring turkey season only the 
male of the species is legal 
game 
Shultis explained, 


however, the taking of the hens 
was purely accidental. 


He indicated he had shot at 


what he thought to be torn 
lurkejs on two different days in 
the Pine Ridge area and both 
times he had killed the bens by 
accident. The first was mistaken 
identity and the second was hit- 
ting the wrong bird in a running 
nock. 


Hunter's Mistake 
"It was one of those situations 


where you have to be a hunter to 
be able to put yourself in that 
position," he said. "I wish 1 
could bring those turkeys back to 
life or say 1 didn't do it but I 
can't 1 pinched myself and paid 
the maximum fines. That's all I 
could do." 


"A decision such as this can be 


debated," said Bill Bailey, assis- 
tant director for the commis- 
sion. "I thought it was fair and 
just under the arcumstances. 
The mdividua] made a mistake. I 
reviewed IBS record as a conser- 
vation officer upon teaming of 
Lbe situation and he has a good

record. Even- report filed about 
him has been good. 


"Considering all the cir- ' 


cumstances and his five years of 
duty as an officer, the punish- 
ment was just," Bailey added. 
"He certainly had no intent to 
shoot a hen. He simply made a 
mistake and we're all human." 


"This is the first time since 


I've been here, and that's been 
23 some years, that something 
like this has come up," Gett- 
mann said. "There was no intent 
in his mind to shoot a hen. Of 
course you're supposed to know. 
That's the jest of it 


Bad Situation 
"It's not a good situation, es- 


pecially for him, but I have to 
give him a heckuva lot of credit 
for being able to stand up and do 
what he did. He's been a very 
good officer. .Not only is he good 
at his job but he's excellent at 
working with youth and that's an 
important part of his job, too." 


Shultis. who has been known 


for his home wildlife 
veterinarian clrmc where he'll 
take in crippled or wouuded 
birds and animals and nurse 
them back to health, said he had 
delayed taking action upon 
himself because of his concern 
for his job and family. 


"It's \cry embarrassing," be 


said. "After I'd done it (shot the 
hens 11 just didn't know what to 
do so 1 didn't do anything at the 
time I know it's going to hurt 
me and it's also going to hurt the 
commission.

Shultis paid $266 in fines for 
the two hens. In Nebraska's 
spring turkey season only the 
male of the species is legal 
g a m e 
Shultis 
e xpl ai ne d, 
however, the taking of the hens 
was purely accidental. 
He indicated he had shot at 
what he thought to be tom 
turkey s on two different day s in 
the Pine Ridge area and both 
times he had killed the hens by 
accident. The first was mistaken 
identity and the second was hit­ 
ting the wrong bird in a running 
flock. 


Hunter’s Mista ke 
"It was one of those situations 
where y ou have to be a hunter to 
be able to put y ourself in that 
position,” he said. "I wish I 
could bring those turkey s back to 
life or say 1 didn't do it but I 
can’t, I pinched my self and paid 
the maximum fines. That’s all I 
could do." 
"A decision such as this can be 
debated, said Bill Bailey , assis­ 
tant director for the commis­ 
sion. “ I thought it was fair and 
just under the circumstances.

secutive game last week at 
Nebraska after a 4-1 start. 


Athletic 
Council Chairman 


Dr. Harold Cowles, in a pre- 
pared statement, said the coun- 
cil and school administration 
were "looking forward to hav- 
ing Earle Bruce and his staff 
coach the Cyclones next sea- 
son." 


He said the council "feels that; 


under present NCAA and Big 
Eight Conference rules. Coach 
Bruce and his staff have put in a 
tremendous amount of hard 
work on their recruiting 
program. They are definitely off 
to an excellent start in their 
recruiting areas for next year." 


The Cyclones had high hopes, 


entering the season, but a series 
of injuries to key personnel 
raised havoc with team con- 
tinuity. 


First, standout sophomore de- 


fensive tackle Mike Stensrud suf- 
fered a broken ankle in the 
U C L A season-opener and mis- 
sed the rest of the season. 


Quarterback Buddy Hard- 


eman suffered five separate in- 
juries, most recently a dis- 
located thumb at Nebraska that 
will keep him from playing Sat- 
urday. He is to undergo surgery 
soon to repair a broken wrist. 


Stensrud's older brother, mid- 


dle -guard Maynard Stensrud, 
missed the middle of the cam- 
paign with a fractured hand, and 
wide receiver Luther Blue un- 
derwent knee ligament surgery 
following an injury at Oklahoma. 


"We did not have a rash of in- 


juries this season." Bruce said 
two weeks ago. "But the ones we 
had really hurt." 


Bruce, who loses 14 seniors — 


including seven starters — said 
earlier this week that "recruit- 
ing is the name of the game in 
college football.

New York (AP) - Texas A&M 


continues to lead the nation's 
major college football teams in 
two defensive categories — total 
and rushing — VMI is best in 
preventing the pass and Ohio 
State leads in scoring defense, 
according to weekly NCAA 
statistics released Thursday. 


The 9-0-0 Aggies, idle this 


week prior to a Nov. 28 show- 
down with Texas, has held op- 
ponents to an average of 175.1 
total yards per game and 67.3 
yards on the ground. 


VMI has allowed only 52.9 


yards passing per game, partly 
because the Keydets' intercep- 
tion rate is a healthy 11.8. 


Nebraska, also 10-0-0 going 


into a Big Eight showdown with 
9-1-0 Oklahoma, is seventh in 
scoring defense with 8.5 points 
against. 


Oklahoma is a distant 27th 


with 13.8. 


Those Big Four also have im- 


pressive statistics in total 
defense. 


Nebraska, seventh, 


allowed only 216.9 yards 
game; Ohio State, 10th, has 
given up 239.6; Michigan, 12th, 
has held opponents to 244.3 and 
Oklahoma, 18th has limited foes 
to a 262-yard average.

Cash, Property 
Gifts Discussed 
By JANE BRYANT QUINN 
New York — If you're putting 


money away for a child — say, 
for his or her college education 
— you might as well do it in a 
way that will save you taxes. 
Assuming you really mean him 
to have the money, it makes 
sense to put it into his name. 
That way, any interest the 
mpney earns is his, and will be 
taxed to him rather than you. 


You can give him up to $3,000 


a year without paying gift taxes, 
and S6.000 if you do it jointly 
with your spouse. 


Since most children don't have 


any income worth speaking of, 
the interest his money earns will 
generally escape tax-free. So will 
small dividends, rents or capital 
gains. No taxes are owed unless 
the child earns more than $2,350, 
or receives interest and 
dividends of more than $750. 


There are, however, better 


and worse ways of giving money 
or other property to a child. 
Here are some of your choices, 
according to New York attorney 
Edward S. Schlesinger: 


OUTRIGHT OWNERSHIP - 


You can simply put the property 
directly into the child's name 
without any fuss or expense. But 
this leads to a lot of problems. If 
the gift is in the form of a 
savings account or bonds, the 
child can take the money 
whenever he wants — and blow 
it however he likes. If you try to 
get around this problem by 
hiding the bankbooks, the IRS 
could argue that the gift was 
never really given. 


Outright gifts of stock or real 


estate present the opposite 
problem: the laws set up to 
protect children's property make 
it hard — even impossible for 
your daughter or son to sell as 
long as they're under age. 
Property you intended them to 
convert to cash for college tui- 
tion might be tied up until they 
graduate. 


(Please Note: A bank account 


in your name, in trust for a child, 
is not an outright gift. You still 
own the property and have to 
pay both income and death taxes 
on it.) 


JOINT PROPERTY - Put- 


ting property in joint names with 
a child is even worse. You can't 
sell without his consent, and if 
he's underage he usually can't 
give consent without a court 
order. You still owe taxes on at 
least part of the income, and if 
you die the entire property will 
be taxed in your estate. The only 
joint property you can liquidate 
easily is a joint bank account, 
but that doesn't count as a gift 
(or save you taxes) unless the 
child withdraws the money. 


UNIFORM 
GIFTS TO 


MINORS ACT — This is perhaps 
the best way to put modest 
amounts of money into a child's 
name. You can give cash, stocks, 
bonds and in some states in- 
surance policies (but usually not 
real estate) to an adult member 
of the child's family, acting as 
his costodian. The custodian

manages the property and can 
spend it on certain things — in- 
cluding college tuition. At some 
point between age 18 and 21, 
depending on state law, the 
property becomes the child's, 
free and clear. 


There's no legal rigamarole in 


making the gift. Your bank, 
broker or insurance agent can 
give you the papers and tell you 
where to sign. But the person 
who makes the gift should not 
name himself custodian. If he 
does, and he dies, the money will 
be taxed in his estate, just as if 
he hadn't given it away. 


TRUSTS — If you expect to 


give away a substantial sum of 
money, ask a bank trust officer, 
or a lawyer with experience in 
estate planning, about trusts. 
Trusts can be drawn to meet any 
number of financial goals. A 
"present interest" trust, for 
example, is more flexible than 
the Uniform Gifts to Minors Act 
with respect to how the money 
can be invested and spent, and 
who can be trustee. Further- 
more, it can last past age 21. 


There are three important 


things to remember when put- 
ting money into a child's name: 


(1) Unless protected by a trust, 


the money must be handed over 
to the child at age 18 or 21, 
regardless of whether you think, 
he's fit to manage it. 


(2) You can't use income from 


the gift to support the child. 
That's your legal obligation. If 
you use his money, the income is 
taxed to you. It's unclear 
whether a college education 
would be considered a legal 
obligation. In general, the more 
luxurious the purchase — like a 
motorcycle or a trip to Europe 
— the less likely the IRS will caU 
it "support." 


(3) Don't irrevocably give 


away anything you might need 
back. Some properties are im- 
possible to reclaim; others can 
be taken back only by risking ab- 
surd tax consequences. Normal- 
ly, whatever you give to your 
child is his to keep.

New York City, as it turned 


out, did get the $127 million in 
paychecks to municipal orkers 
out .on time. But for a short 
while during the day there was 
talk that the

squeezed city would have to de- 
lay distribution of at least some 
of the checks for lack of funds. 
Analysts noted that the wary at- 
mosphere in the market un- 
derscored investors' pre- 
occupation with the New York 
City situation. 


New York State officials and

State's Stripper Oil Wells 
Produced 1,378,812 Barrels 


Crude oil production from 


stripper oil wells in the state of 
Nebraska provided 1,378,812 
barrels of quality crude during 
calendar 1973. This recover}- was 
from a total of 577 stripper wells, 
those defined as capable of 
producing an average of 10 
barrels or less daily. 


These data were reported in a 


joint study by National Stripper 
Well Association and Interstate 
Oil Compact Commission 
released at the association's an- 
nual meeting in Houston. 


During the past year operators 


abandoned 74 stripper wells in 
Nebraska when they reached 
their nonprofit level With the 
improved economics for stripper 
operations, due to the fact that 
this oil can now seek its com- 
petitive value in the open 
market, wells that are classified 
as marginal are being reworked 


by operators and generally there 
is an increase in remedial activi- 
ty in stripper well areas, the 
study revealed. 


Reserves of oil under stripper 


wells in Nebraska is estimated to 
exceed 12 million barrels as of 
January I of this year. Further 
development of these reserves 
and the application of the secon- 
dary recovery, particularly by 
waterfiooding will provide sub- 
stantial income through the 
recovery of this resource to lan- 
downers and the state on whose 
properties the operations are 
located, according to flie study. 


Nebraska stripper wells 


averaged 6.55 barrels daily, 
leading the nation for this class 
of well. Of total state oil wells, 
52% are strippers operated 
chiefly by smaller independent 
producers.

Cash, Property 
Gifts Discussed 
By JANE BRYANT QUINN 
New York — If you’re putting 
money away for a child — say, 
for his or her college education 
— you might as well do it in a 
way that will save you taxes. 
Assuming you really mean him 
to have the money, it makes 
sense to put it into his name. 
That way, any interest the 
money earns is his, and will be 
taxed to him rather than you 
You can give him up to $3,000 
a year without paying gift taxes, 
and $6,000 if you do it jointly 
with your spouse. 
Since most children don’t have 
any income worth speaking of, 
the interest his money earns will 
generally escape tax-free. So will 
small dividends, rents or capital 
gains No taxes are owed unless 
the child earns more than $2,350, 
or receives interest and 
dividends of more than $750. 
There are, however, better 
and worse ways of giving money 
or other property to a child. 
Here are some of your choices, 
according to New York attorney 
Edward S. Schlesinger: 
OtTRIGHT OWNERSHIP - 
You can simply put the property 
directly into the child’s name 
without any fuss or expense. But 
this leads to a lot of problems. If 
the gift is in the form of a 
savings account or bonds, the 
child can take the money 
whenever he wants — and blow 
it however he likes. If you try’ to 
get around this problem by 
hiding the bankbooks, the IR S 
could argue that the gift was 
never really given 
Outright gifts of stock or real 
estate present the opposite 
problem: the laws set up to 
protect children's property make 
it hard — even impossible for 
your daughter or son to sell as 
long as they're under age. 
Property you intended them to 
convert to cash for college tui­ 
tion might be tied up until they 
graduate 
¡Please Note: A bank account 
in your name, in trust for a child, 
is not an outright gift. You still 
own the property and have to 
pay both income and death taxes 
on it. i 
JOINT PROPERTY' - Put­ 
ting property in joint names with 
a child is even worse. You can’t 
sell without his consent, and if 
he's underage he usually can’t 
give consent without a court 
order. Y'ou still owe taxes on at 
least part of the income, and if 
you die the entire property will 
be taxed in your estate. The only 
joint property you can liquidate 
easily is a joint bank account, 
but that doesn't count as a gift 
(or save you taxes) unless the 
child withdraws the money. 
U N IF O R M 
G IF T S 
TO 
MINOR S ACT — This is perhaps 
the best way to put modest 
amounts of money into a child's 
name. You can give cash, stocks, 
bonds and in some states in­ 
surance policies (but usually not 
real estate) to an adult member 
of the child’s family, acting as 
his costodian. The custodian 
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manages the property and can 
spend it on certain things — in­ 
cluding college tuition. At some 
point between age 18 and 21, 
depending on state law, the 
property becomes the child’s, 
free and clear. 
There’s no legal rigamarole in 
making the gift. Y'our bank, 
broker or insurance agent can 
give you the papers and tell you 
where to sign But the person 
who makes the gift should not 
name himself custodian. If he 
does, and he dies, the money will 
be taxed in his estate, just as if 
he hadn’t given it away, 
TR USTS — If you expect to 
give away a substantial sum of 
money, ask a bank trust officer, 
or a lawyer with experience in 
estate planning, about trusts. 
Trusts can be drawn to meet any 
number of financial goals. A 
“ present interest” trust, for 
example, is more flexible than 
the Uniform Gifts to Minors Act 
with respect to how the money 
can be invested and spent, and 
who can be trustee. Further­ 
more, it can last past age 21. 
There are three important 
things to remember when put­ 
ting money into a child’s name: 
(1) Unless protected by a trust, 
the money must be handed over 
to the child at age 18 or 21, 
regardless of whether you think 
he's fit to manage it. 
(2) You can’t use income from 
the gift to support the child. 
That’s your legal obligation. If 
you use his money, the income is 
taxed to you. It’s unclear 
whether a college education 
would be considered a legal 
obligation. In general, the more 
luxurious the purchase — like a 
motorcycle or a trip to Europe 
— the less likely the IR S will call 
it “ support.” 
(3) Don’t irrevocably give 
away anything you might need 
back. Some properties are im­ 
possible to reclaim; others can 
be taken back only by risking ab­ 
surd tax consequences. Normal­ 
ly, whatever you give to your 
child is his to keep.

N.Y. Payroll 
Doubts Push 
Stocks Lower 


NEW YOR K (AP) - A bit of 
nervousness over New York 
City's ability to meet a payroll 
helped push the stock market 
into a moderate decline Thurs­ 
day. 
The Dow Jones average of 30 
industrial stocks dropped 4.73 to 
843.51, extending its loss since 
Monday to 13.15 points. 
Standard — Poor’s 500-stock 
index gave up .34 to 89.64, and 
the New York Stock Exchange 
composite common-stock index 
slipped .19 to 47.43. 
Losers outweighed gainers 790 
to 572 among the 1,822 issues 
traded on the NYSE. 
Big Board volume totaled 
16.46 million shares, off slightly 
from 16.81 million on Wednes­ 
day. 
New York City, as it turned 
out, did get the $127 million in 
paychecks to municipal orkers 
out on time. But for a short 
while during the day there was 
talk 
that 
the 
financially 
squeezed city would have to de­ 
lay distribution of at least some 
of the checks for lack of funds. 
Analysts noted that the wary at­ 
mosphere in the market un­ 
derscored investors’ pre­ 
occupation with the New York 
City situation. 
New York State officials and 
legislators 
co inued, 
mean­ 
while, to debate tax increase 
proposals they hope will per­ 
suade President Ford to relent 
in his opposition to federal as­ 
sistance for tte city. 
With its atention set on the 
city's problems, the market 
showed only a mild negative re­ 
action at the opening to statis­ 
tics that indicated a pickup in 
the pace of inflation. 
The Labor Department re­ 
ported that its consumer price 
index climbed at an 8 4 percent 
annual rate in October, up from 
6.0 per cent the month before. 


American Electric Power was 
the day’s most active issue, un­ 
changed at 20'*'8. A 299,900-share 
block traded at that price. 


Marine Midland Banks, also 
active, fell 1 to 12 on the heels of 
a 4* »-point drop Wednesday, 
when the company cut its divi­ 
dend nd said it expected to show 
a loss for the fourth quarter.

Slate's Stripper Oil Wells 
Produced

Crude oil production from 
stripper oil wells in the state of 
Nebraska provided 1,378,812 
barrels of quality crude during 
calendar 1973 Thus recovery was 
from a total of 577 stnpper wells, 
those defined as capable of 
producing an average of 10 
barrels or less daily. 
These data were reported in a 
joint study by National Stnpper 
Well Association and Interstate 
Oil Compact Commission 
released at the association’s an­ 
nual meeting in Houston. 
During the past year operators 
abandoned 74 stripper wells in 
Nebraska when they reached 
their nonprofit level. With the 
improved economics for stripper 
operations, due to the fact that 
this oil can now seek its com­ 
petitive value in the open 
market, wells that are classified 
as marginal are being reworked 


by operators and generally there 
is an increase in remedial activi­ 
ty in stripper well areas, the 
study revealed. 


R eserves of oil under stripper 
wells in Nebraska is estimated to 
exceed 12 million barrels as of 
January 1 of this year. Further 
development of these reserves 
and the application of the secon­ 
dary recovery, particularly by 
waterflooding will provide sub­ 
stantial income through the 
recovery of this resource to lan­ 
downers and the state on whose 
properties the operations are 
located, according to the study. 


Nebraska stripper wells 
averaged 6,55 barrels daily, 
leading the nation for this class 
of well. Of total state oil wells, 
52% are strippers operated 
chiefly by smaller independent 
producers.

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Highway Hearing 
Discussion Sharp 


Deaths And Funerals

Southeast Nebraska Bureau 
Brownville — A stormy U.S. 


136 highway hearing had Brown- 
vilJe's town hall reverberating 
like old time vaudeville 
Thursday night as townspeople 
continued to dsiagree on a two- 
mile highway routing across the 
historic village. 


Actually the dispute was 


between residents and so-called 
"weekenders," mostly out of 
town supporters of the Brown- 
ville Historical Society and 
Brownville Village Theater, Inc. 


A petition was introduced by- 


John Ballue, village board chair- 
man, 
indicating that 83 of the 


town's 99 eligible voters favor a 
southern diagonal routing (alter- 
nate 3) across the town. 


But there was also a strong 


contingent among the 117 per- 
sons filling the hall who urged 
consideration of a fourth 
proposal basically curving south 
around the town. Two other 
alternatives basically utilizing 
main street, as at present, 
elicited no support. 


Highway 
Department 


engineers said the fourth route 
had been given a "cursory look" 
but was considered unfeasible 
because of a sweeping curve it 
would make near the Missouri 
River. They claimed further 
study of the alternate would 
bring more delay, but declined 
to estimate how much. 


Ballue said the corridor had 


already been studied six or seven 
years and "it now looks like it 
will be hashed over for another 
six or seven." Department 
spokesmen predicted the start of 
construction in about five years 
barring a restudy. 


Much of the debate, so lively 


that some speakers were in- 
terrupted with shouted 
questions, pitted visiting city 
dwellers against the villagers. It 
also contrasted cultural interests 
against the practicality of daily 
living. 


"Ninety percent of the people 


of Brownville want route 3," 
said Lester Furnas, whose fami- 
ly had included Nebraska's first 
governor. The historical society 
and fine arts people are all right, 
but its the people here who 
should be running BrownvUle." 


Milton Evans, vice president 


of Nebraska Wesleyan Universi- 
ty which operates the Village 
Theatre threatened by the 
proposed routing, countered that 
"Brownville has a precious 
heritage which is at stake." He 
also quoted from a letter by 
NWU President Vance Rogers 
that "there must be a better way 
to accomplish the purposes you 
invision without destroying a 
quaint little village." 


Another Brownville resident, 


Mrs. Betty Douglas, replied, "To 
heck with the hills and ditches, 
the flowers and trees are not the 
survival of Brownville." 


"These outside people come in 


thinking we're countrified and 
don't know whatwe're doing," 
she continued. "The only way to 
keep Brownville intact is with 
alternate 3." 


A former Village Theatre stu- 


dent actor who is now a Lincoln 
law student, Bob Bartle, made 
an impassioned plea for the 
fourth alternative. 


"All 
I'm asking is for the 


highway department to come up 
with a route that will satisfy both 
sides," he said. "You're 
threatening a theatre that's 
brought (to the town) 60,000 peo- 
ple in nine years in and business 
for your city as well." 


Don Gappa, a Brownville resi- 


dent who works in Superior ac- 
cused highway department per- 
sonnel of vagueness and "being 
the bad guys dividing the town. 


"You people can do a hell of a 


lot better than that," he said of 
the alternatives presented. 
"You're smart people, but 
you're just trying to railroad 
through the route that you 
want." 


Mrs. Jane Smith of Brownville 


said the proposed route would 
"change our environment and 
our appeal to tourists." She also 
questioned whether a study of 
the fourth alternate would force 
a serious delay.

Gasohol Promoters 
Looking For Funds

The Agricultural Products In- 


dustrial Utilization Committee is 
going to make a second attempt 
to locate funds to build a,grain 
alcohol plant in Nebraska, accor- 
ding to a letter sent to prospec- 
tive sources of funds by Charles 
R. Fricke, administrator of the 
state gasohol program. 


The committee held a meeting 


on Nov. 7 to explore possible 
sources of funds to get an 
alcohol plant built in the state. 


Fricke's letter indicated that 


three things were established as 
a result of the first meeting. 


"One was that there is a 


market for gasohol that is quite 
strong, and almost instantaneous 
now. Second, that the develop- 
ment for the protein isolates is 
progressing well and is en- 
couraging. A market for these 
isolates must be developed. 
Third, additional 
incentives 


through legislation or by other 


means are needed to developed 
a guaranteed market for the 
overall production," Fricke said. 


The protein isolate is a high

S ou th east Neb rask a Bu reau 
Brownville — A stormy U.S. 
136 highway hearing had Brown­ 
ville's town hall reverberating 
like old time vaudeville 
Thursday night as townspeople 
continued to dsiagree on a two- 
mile highway routing across the 
historic village. 
Actually the dispute was 
between residents and so-called 
"weekenders,” mostly out of 
town supporters of the Brown­ 
ville Historical Society and 
Brownville Village Theater, Inc. 
A petition was introduced by 
John Bailue, village board chair­ 
man, indicating that 83 of the 
town's 99 eligible voters favor a 
southern diagonal routing (alter­ 
nate 3) across the town. 
But there was also a strong 
contingent among the 117 per­ 
sons filling the hall who urged 
consideration of a fourth 
proposal basically curving south 
around the town. Two other 
alternatives basically utilizing 
main street, as at present, 
elicited no support. 
Highway 
Department 
engineers said the fourth route 
had been given a "cursory look” 
but was considered unfeasible 
because of a sweeping curve it 
would make near the Missouri 
River. They claimed further 
study of the alternate would 
bring more delay, but declined 
to estimate how much. 
Bailue said the corridor had 
already been studied six or seven 
years and "it now looks like it 
will be hashed over for another 
six or seven.” Department 
spokesmen predicted the start of 
construction in about five years 
barring a restudy. 
Much of the debate, so lively 
that some speakers were in­ 
terrupted with shouted 
questions, pitted visiting city 
dwellers against the villagers. It 
also contrasted cultural interests 
against the practicality of daily 
living. 
"Ninety percent of the people 
of Brownville want route 3,” 
said Lester Furnas, whose fami­ 
ly had included Nebraska's first 
governor The historical society 
and fine arts people are all right, 
but its the people here who 
should be running Brownville.” 


Milton Evans, vice'president 
of Nebraska Wesleyan Universi­ 
ty which operates the Village 
Theatre threatened by the 
proposed routing, countered that 
"Brownville has a precious 
heritage which is at stake.” He 
also quoted from a letter by 
NWU President Vance Rogers 
that "there must be a better way 
to accomplish the purposes you 
invision without destroying a 
quaint little village.” 
Another Brownville resident, 
Mrs, Betty Douglas, replied, "To 
heck with the hills and ditches, 
the flowers and trees are not the 
survival of Brownville.” 
"These outside people come in 
thinking we re countrified and 
don’t know whatwe're doing,” 
she continued, "The only way to 
keep Brownville intact is with 
alternate 3,” 
A former Village Theatre stu­ 
dent actor who is now a Lincoln 
law student, Bob Bartle, made 
an impassioned plea for the 
fourth alternative. 
“All I'm asking is for the 
highway department to come up 
with a route that will satisfy both 
sides,” he said. “ You’re 
threatening a theatre that's 
brought (to the town) 60,000 peo­ 
ple in nine years in and business 
for your city as well.” 
Don Gappa, a Brownville resi­ 
dent who works in Superior ac­ 
cused highway department per­ 
sonnel of vagueness and "being 
the bad guys dividing the town. 
"You people can do a hell of a 
lot better than that,” he said of 
the alternatives presented.
